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New posters disturbing for local Muslims

A Muslim man says Lslamophobic 
posters circulated over the week¬ 
end in a north-east Edmonton 
neighbourhood make minorities 
feel unsafe. 

Explicit posters calling for 
a ban on Islam, which are loo 
graphic and hateful for Metro 
to share, were circulated in the 
Evansdale area over the week¬ 
end. 

“It does create a certain sense 


of fear because there's a lot of 
ignorance out there and there's 
a lot of racism." said Noureddin 
Zaamout, a graduate student 
at the University of Alberta. “It 
makes you feel like you’re part 
of a different world.” 

It is the thud time in Octo¬ 
ber thEit lslamophobic posters: 
have popped up in Edmonton. 
SEiid Aurangzeb Qureshi, vice- 
president of communications 


for the .Alberta Muslim Riblic 
Affairs Council. 

Edmonton police said they are 
investigating both the Evansdale 
posters Eind JsLtmophobic flyers 
distributed in the Calder aruEi 
earlier this month. 

Qureshi said the city and law 
enforcement need to take more 
steps in deter people from circu¬ 
lating the posters, which can pro¬ 
mote violence against Muslims. 


“That's where the line needs 
to be drawn Eind that's what law 
enforcement needs to under¬ 
stand— that you know what, a 
crime may not have been permit¬ 
ted per se„ but this kind of s tuff 
can lead to a crime " 

The poster, which calls all 
Muslim men pedophiles, has 
a URL link at the bottom to an 
anti-Muslim group called “Stop 
l&lamization of the World." 


An antidote to the rising tide 
of bigotiy is increEising educa¬ 
tion and cultural dialogue, said 
Zaamout 

“Fear and hatred emerges out 
of ignorance," he said. "Promot¬ 
ing through education bow di¬ 
versity makes us unique as Can¬ 
adians and what it means for us 
as Canadians. 1 think these are 
very important things to keep 
in mind."

It's not just old white guys who 
live in Edmonton (though they 
do seem to be in power}. 

On Tuesday, Coun. Bev Es- 
slinger will present a notice of 
motion that could change the 
way Edmonton's policy makers 
do their job. 

The motion, Esslinger said, 
will call on city administra¬ 
tion to look at how Edmon¬ 
ton's policy makers create de¬ 
cisions with other perspectives 
in mind. That includes per¬ 
spectives from women, men, 
and people of all cultures and 
backgrounds. 

Marian Bruin, who oversees 
work with the Women's Advo¬ 


cacy Voice of Edmonton, said 
people aren't always thinking 
of different points of view. 

"We don't realize how biased 
we are, 1 " she said. “It's not ne¬ 
cessarily a negative thing. It's 


just we know our own world 
and our own lives, and we don't 
realize the difficulty or dis¬ 
crimination some people face 
when they walk out the door." 

Esslinger said it's possible 


the city could hire experts for 
each department to make her 
idea feasible. Associated costs 
will also be calculated. 

She said the experts would 
bring perspectives from all 


walks of life. 

“Our city is made of all gen¬ 
ders, all backgrounds and all 
ages," she said. “So every policy 
that we have must consider 
everyone." 


For example, the project 
could possible change for 
whom public spaces are de¬ 
signed. 

When sidewalks are de¬ 
signed to accommodate women 
with strollers, they also help 
people with disabilities or sen¬ 
iors, Bruin said. 

With an additional lens, 
you're being even more in¬ 
clusive, she added, 

a Women, ethnic minorities 
and indigenous people are not 
represented in government," 
she said. 

“And yet, they are a big part 
of the population. So w r e need 
to know how they feel about 
policies. 

“All of these diverse groups 
need a voice in government, 
when we're designing neigh¬ 
bourhoods, streets and pro¬ 
grams." 

Esslinger said she could see 
the implementation of the in¬ 
itiative by next year. 

if passed, it will take about 
12 weeks for administration 
officials to present their find¬ 
ings on the motion.

Forest Heights neighbours fear 'big, honking' building 


In less than 10 years, Ad km 
Wright and Jrudy Watson could 
be looking at a "big, honking" 
building in their community 
park. 

On Monday, city council 
passed a bylaw to rezone land 
in Forest Heights so that both 
mid-and highrise developments 


can be built 

But it didn't come with scru¬ 
tiny from Coun. Ben Henderson, 
who represents the community. 

In fact, the same proposal 
came to council five years ago. 
No action on the site hits oc¬ 
curred since then. 

As a result, the proposal came 


with some provisions. If the 
developer can't demolish the 
existing motel within two years 
or obtain a building permit to 
construct the tower in six years, 
height for the highrise will be 
reduced. 

Henderson said the commun¬ 
ity' wants the motel site demol¬ 


ished. adding they would prefer 
an empty parking lot. 

I'm neurons it’s not going to 
happen in the way it’s supposed 
to," he said. “I fear in another 
five or six years, we'll be doing 
this again. But 3 hope that isn’t 
the case," 

The building will be in the 


community park casting shad¬ 
ows, Henderson added. Wright 
said the shadows will have rami¬ 
fications. 

“[don't think it's a good fit for 
our neighbourhood," he said. “A 
lot of people use that park and 
it's really going to affect them." 

Developerjason Yeung said it 


would be hand for construction 
to begin in six years. His com¬ 
pany must notify renters in the 
motel of demolition. 

Council also passed an amend¬ 
ment that would require the de¬ 
veloper to accommodate at least 
70 units for assisted living.

Theory on 
dinosaurs 
takes off 

An ancient bone bed in a re¬ 
mote Mongolian desert pre¬ 
sents tantalizing dues that 
dinosaurs of a feather may 
have flocked together for 
the same reasons modern 
birds do. 

"We're starting to realize 
how much birds have inher¬ 
ited from their dinosaur an¬ 
cestors," said Gregory Fun- 
ston, a paleontologist at the 
University of Alberta and lead 
author of a paper published 
Monday in the journal Nature. 

F'unston and his co-authors 
have drawn their conclusions 
from an extensive bone bed of 
Avimimus fossils discovered 
a decade ago. 

The bed is likely to con¬ 
tain the remains of dozens 
of individuals of the feath¬ 
ered, warm-blooded, beaked 
dinosaur. 

Scientists have long known 
that some dinosaurs lived 
together in groups but the 
Avimimus deposit is unique 
for two reasons. 

The first is that remains 
from this type of dinosaur 
have only been found in a 
group fewer than six times 
anywhere in the world. 

The second reason is even 
more interesting. Normal 
flocks would include both 
adults and juveniles, but al¬ 
most all the individuals found 
in the Mongolian bone bed 
were adults. 

“It suggests to us this is 
the result of behaviour, in 
which the adults group to 
exclude young individuals. 1 ’ 
said Funston.

The Startup Canada Awards are 
coining to Edmonton for the 
first time Tuesday, and organ¬ 
izers say this recognizes the 
city’s growing prominence as 
a hub for entrepreneurs. 


Randy Yatscoff, former CEO 
and president of drug-develop¬ 
ment company Isotechnika, will 
receive the lifetime achieve¬ 
ment award at the event, which 
is for the prairie region. 

The award is given out for 
"outstanding impact and endur¬ 
ing legacy" in Canadian entre¬ 
preneurship. 

“It's an honour to get the 
uw r ard. but it's really about the 
people that I've worked with 
and mentored, it's all the people 
I've worked with over the past 
35 years," he said. 

Now the executive vice 
president for business de¬ 
velopment for TEC Edmonton. 


Yatscoff pushed to bring the 
national awards to the city for 
the first time. 

He said Edmonton is a grow¬ 
ing centre for start-ups, some¬ 
thing he attributes to strong 
governmental support and 
growing enthusiasm for start 
ups. 

"Entrepreneurship and in¬ 
novation are alive and well in 
Edmonton." he said. 

That wasn’t the case when 
entrepreneur Shah-eel Hooda, 
who will get the entrepreneur 
promotion aw r ard for bis ef¬ 
forts to boost entrepreneurship, 
moved back to the city in 2002. 

Despite growing up and get¬ 


ting his start here—he was help¬ 
ing with family businesses at 
S, did his undergrad degree 
and bought his first business 
here—he soon left for stints 
in Toronto and the U.S. 

He never thought he'd come 
back, but got recruited to take 
over a local company. He re¬ 
members it as a “very lonely 
time" to be running a startup 
in the province. Despite advice 
to move to a bigger centre, he 
stuck it out in Edmonton, head¬ 
ing up companies like Code- 
Baby Software and chairing 
the A100 lech Entrepreneurs, 
which mentors the next genera¬ 
tion of entrepreneurs.

Safety experts 
lukewarm on 
city’s lifeguard 
proposal

A water safety group is luke¬ 
warm to the city's proposal 
for underwater cameras in 
public pools. 

Barbara Costache, chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer with the 
Lifesaving Society of Alberta 
and Northwest Territories, 
said cameras could help life¬ 
guards respond more quickly 
to emergencies in complex 
modern pools — but they 
could also be a critical dis¬ 
traction. 

The city issued a request 
for proposal last week to test 
underwater cameras in pub¬ 
lic pools, in response to two 
drownings in 2012. 

Underwater cameras are 
used in competitive swimming 
for officiating and for media

purposes, but few are used in 
Canada for safety. 

"The problem is w r e have a 
distracted society, and tech¬ 
nology is a part of that dis¬ 
traction," Costache said. 

As a drowning prevention 
method, the cameras would 
potentially set off an alarm

if someone is detected at the 
hot tom of a pool, or has been 
motionless underwater for 
too long. 

Costache said false alarms 
could potentially be detri¬ 
mental to public safety, how¬ 
ever. 

"These technologies have 


been tested and known lo 
fail," Costache said. 

“We don’t want the life¬ 
guards distracted with having 
to always be monitoring for 
an alarm or an image. 41 

In 2012. a young boy 
drowned at the O’Leary Fit¬ 
ness and Leisure Centre Fool 
and a man drowned at the 
Queen Elizabeth outdoor pool. 
An aquatic safety report con¬ 
ducted after the fact suggested 
exploring surveillance and 
warning technologies to help 
lifeguards monitor their pools. 

Costache, who has been a 
lifeguard since 1979, said if 
rolled out correctly, cameras 
could play a role in a layered 
safety approach with other 
technologies like mirrors and 
radios that are already used. 

“We used to have that rect¬ 
angular cement pond. And 
it was easier to lifeguard, it 
was easier to see through the 
water column, that sort of 
thing, 1 " she said. 

“Now we've go these leisure 
centres and there’s all kinds of 
bells and whistles and we’ve 
got different depths of water 
and lazy rivers, and so there's 
a lot of blind spots. 1 "

A sexual minorities expert says 
judges need to be better edu¬ 
cated about gender identity after 
two Alberta family couit judges 
ruled that a child born a boy 
couldn't wear girls clothes in 
public. 

The case involves a couple in 
Medicine Hat fighting over cus¬ 
tody of the five-year-old. 

The mother supports what 
she says is the child's wish to 
identify and dress as a girl, but 
the father does not and blames 
the mother for the child’s gender 
confusion. 

Last year a judge ruled the 
child could only wear girls 
clothes in private. A second 
judge later upheld the derision. 

A third judge recently re¬ 
moved the restriction and 
said the child can choose what 
clothes to wear. 

“These kinds of decisions 
shouldn't be happening, par¬ 
ticularly when our human rights 
legislation has changed." Kris

within 120 days

A key piece of evidence in the 
fatal shooting of a Hrst Nations 
man on a Saskatchewan farm 
has been compromised , accord¬ 
ing to a lawyer representing the 
dead man's family. 

Chris Murphy represents the 
family of Colren Boushie, who 
was killed Aug. 9 after the SUV 
he was riding in with tour other 
people drove onto the rural 
property'w r est of Saskatoon. 

Murphy said the ford Escape 
was outside in a towing com¬ 
pany parking 
lot on Sept. 12 
and then moved 
the next day to a 
salvage yard for 
auction. 

“1 notified 
the Crown and 
the RCMP on 
Monday* the 
12th of Sep¬ 
tember* that 
this vehicle w r as not in police 
custody and that police had to 
do whatever they could immedi¬ 
ately to get that vehicle back, 1 " 
Murphy said from Ibronto. 

"3 was told by the RCJV1T that 
blood spatter analysis had not 
been performed on the vehicle, 
which ls a very, very important 
piece of forensic evidence that 
could have been taken from this 
vehicle because it can determine 
many things." 

That could include the loca¬ 


tion of ftoushie's body when he 
was shot in the back of t he head , 
whether Eons hie was hunched 
over reaching for something 
or whether be was upright, or 
possibly the angle of the shot, 
he said. 

RCMP did not respond to a 
reques t for comment. 

Murphy said police have not 
told him if the SUV is back in 
their custody. 

That means any evidence col¬ 
lected now could be tainted, he 
said. 

“The first 
thing it means 
is that the RCMP 
were, best case 
scenario, neg¬ 
ligent* because 
there's no way 
that in a homi¬ 
cide investiga¬ 
tion the piece 
of Forensic evi¬ 
dence —■ this is probably the 
No. L piece of forensic evidence 
that will be in existence for this 
case — should be destroyed by 
the state." 

The man accused of shooting 
Kousbie. farmer Gerald Stanley, 
could argue hi s right to a fair 
trial is compromised because 
of how the SUV was handled. 

Stanley, 54, has pleaded not 
guilty to second-degree murder 
and is free on bail.

Feds working 
to welcome 
refugees 
fleeing Daesh 

Immigration Minister John McCa- 
Uum says the Liberal government 
is prepared to start bringing Ya¬ 
zidi refugees into the country 
within four months. 

He says the Liberals will sup¬ 
port a Conservative motion call- 
ing for more support for the 
Yazidis. who have been singled 
out for particularly brutal treat¬ 
ment bv Uaesh. 

McGilLmn says his department 


has dispatched people to the re¬ 
gion to begin the immigration 
process, although he hasn't com¬ 
mitted to a set number of Yazidi 
refugees. 

One problem has been that the 
Yazidis have been mainly caught 
up in isolated combat zones, for 
from the refugee camps in Syria 
and Turkey that allow far easi¬ 
er access to officials seeking to 
screen and process newcomers. 

The Yazidis are a Kurdish- 
speaking religious minority who 
used to dwell in northern Iraq. 

They have been taigeted by 
Daesh militants, who have used 
rape, torture and mass murder 
against them. 

The Conservative motion de¬ 
scribes them as victims of geno-

ride and sex slavery and calls on 
the government Eo do all it can 
to aid Yazidi women and girls. 

McCallum said Monday that 
his department is working on 
bringing in Yazidis, despite ser¬ 
ious difficulties. 

“It is not easy to bring the Ya- 
zidis here from the places where 
they are, but my department lias 
sent an expedition out to the 
terrain and w r e are committed 


to bring them in within, as the 
motion says, 120 days or less." 
he told the Commons during 
question period. 

Conservative MP Michelle 
Rempel said it s obvious w'hat 
should happen. 

“In this case it is easy to make 
priorities," she said. “We should 
be bringing Yazidi women here " 

McCallum said his officials are 
on the case. 

“We are working very hard. 
We have just come back from a 
mission in the region to deter¬ 
mine bow many and from where 
and over what time period we 
will be welcoming more Yazidis 
to Canada. We have committed 
to do this and it will be done."

Opposition MBs, along with 
youth itnd labour advocates 
are hitting back at federal 
Finance Minister bill Momean 
for suggesting millennial 
should get used to working 
precarious jobs.

Aliya Bhatia, director of 
community engagement with 
the Toronto Youth Cabinet, 
said acknowledging pre¬ 
carious employment is not 
enough. 

instead, she said the gov¬ 
ernment must provide better 
protections for precarious 
workers. 

Insecure work affects more 
than just millennial^, Bhatia 
said, noting that thousands 
of workers without benefits 
or job security will have a 
negative impact on the na¬ 
tion's finances. 

"If the entire economy is 
depending on people like me 
to buy a house in a decade, 
that's not going to happen," 
she said. 

Andrew Cash, a former 
NDP MP who co-founded 
the Urban Workers Project, 
said there's "a ton of work 
that needs to be done on the 
government's side to build a 
stronger floor for all workers 
to stand on." 

"1 just think, no worker 
should get used to the way 
work is going," Cash said.

Bakery loses appeal 
over gay-rights cake 


A Belfast bakery on Monday 
lost its Eippeal of a ruling that 
it discriminated against a gay 
customer by refusing to bake a 
cake decorated with a message 
supporting same-sex marriage. 

Ihe judgment agEtinst Ashers 
Baking Co. found that the family- 
run chain was wrong to treat gay 
customers any differently from 
heterosexuals. The Ashers direc¬ 
tors argued they were hEippy to 
bake goods for anyone but could 
not put messages on their prod¬ 
ucts at odds with their Christian 
beliefs. 


The Northern Ireland Equality 
Commission pursued the law¬ 
suit against Ashers on behalf 
of the spurned customer, who 
had ordered the cake for a gay 
rights event. Monday's judgment 
by the three-judge Court of Ap¬ 
peal found that the bakery had 
discriminated against the cus¬ 
tomer and violated British hu¬ 
man rigb ts law.

Calais migrants facing an uncertain fate 


France began the mass evacua¬ 
tion Monday of the makeshift 
migrant camp known as "the 
jungle,” a mammoth project to 
erase the humanitarian blight 
on its northern border, where 
thousands fleeing war or pov¬ 
erty have lived in squalor, most 
hoping to sneEik into Britain. 

Before dawn broke, long lines 
of migrants waited in chilly tem¬ 
peratures to board buses in the 
port city of Calais, carrying 
meagre belongings and timid 
hope that they were headed to 
a brighter future, despite giving 
up their dreams of life across 
the English Channel in Britain. 


Closely watched by more 
than 1,200 police, the first of 
dozens of buses began transfer¬ 
ring them to reception centres 
around France where they can 
apply for asylum. More police pa¬ 
trolled inside the camp, among 
them officers from the London 
police force. 

Authorities were expected to 
begin tearing down thousands 
of muddy tents and fragile shel¬ 
ters on Tuesday as the migrants 
vacated them. 

Migrants have flocked to the 
ChlEkis region for nearly two dec¬ 
ades, living in mini-jungles. But 
the sprawling camp in the sand

And that’s the surprisingly 
neat thing about so-called 
"basimessT A love of all things 
mainstream can present itself 
as an ode to capitalism. But it 
can also present itself as a rad¬ 
ical rejection of cool.

There's a downside to being one 
of the most recognizable faces 
in the restaurant business, such 
as being asked for a selfie while 
going to the toilet. 

“It does get a little bit weird 
sometimes," jokes Jamie Oliver 
during a recent drop-in to his 
restaurant at Toronto's tony 
Yorkdale mall. 

but the upside of fame is 
the power to bring attention 
to different issues in the food 
industry (Oliver even got the 
ear of the prime minister this 
month, speaking about child 
obesity). His latest comments 
during his trip to Canada, where 
he has two restaurants in part¬ 
nership with King Street Food 
Company, show an attempt to 
tackle gender disparity in the 
business. 

“In the LUC, we're at 11 per 
cent (women) in the kitchen. 
And that's probably about 50 
per cent higher than the aver¬ 
age," he says, about his staff He 
would like to see a more even 
gender split, “but we struggle 
to get them into the business,'" 
Oliver adds. 

“The reason we want I women) 
in the kitchen isn't to be polit¬ 
ically correct. It's because they 
look at stuff differently they see 
things differently. They make 
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Celebr ity chef Jamie Oliver says only 11 per cent of the kitchen staff in his U, K. restaurants are women. 
Simona Bonelli, executive chef at Jamie's Italian Canada at Yor kdale m all, hopes to change that figure 
here in Canada, chris TOuHG/rHE canagian pres&j m ll> r a kl iil r a-s/mli ru 


a kitchen flow differently and 
that’s what we want." 

While the 11 percent sta¬ 
tistic For female chefs is about 
the same in Oliver’s Canadian 
restaurants, the executive chef 
at the fast-paced Yorkdale loca¬ 
tion — where they serve tip 
to 1,100 people on a typical 
Saturday night — is a woman. 
Simona Bonelli has worked in 
Europe and North America for 
the past 20 years and says there 
has “always been a lack of fe¬ 
male chefs, for sure," 

At Jamie's Italian Canada, she 
keeps an upbeat mood by mak¬ 
ing the staff laugh and having 


coworkers take over for those 
who start to fade when fatigue 
sets in. 

“It requires a lot of endur¬ 
ance," Bonelli says. “1 do a lot 
of sports — cycling, running 
long distances. 1 come at it a 
certain way. I train to endure 
the physical stress. Not every¬ 
body's made for it." 

If you like crossfit or boot- 
camp, you will like working 
in a kitchen — no matter what 
gender you identify with, says 
Christine Beard, executive pas¬ 
try dief instructor at the Pacific 
Institute of Culinary Arts in Van¬ 
couver. 


'in pastry, you're lifting 
50-pound bags of flour, 25-kilo 
boxes of butter. You've got sheet 
pans and racks and you're tak¬ 
ing out large slabs of cakes in 
and out of the freezer, so it is 
very labour intensive." she says. 

beard, who was part of the 
pastry team at Fairmont Wash¬ 
ington DC and helped open Bou- 
chon in Beverly Hills, says an in¬ 
creasing number of women are 
choosing to shiv in the industry 
because they have more female 
mentors.

Health Canada is feeling very 
“over" the rainbow when it 
comes to the Canada Food 
Guide. 

The agency is seeking the 
public's input on how to make 
the new, overhauled nutrition 
manual — due out by the end 
of 20IS — more practical and 
relevant to the way Canadians 


actually eat 

Health Minister Jane Phil- 
pott announced the online pub¬ 
lic consultations in a speech 
in Montreal on Monday. She 
said the current one-size-fits-all 
guide isn't easily adaptable for 
people with food sensitivities or 
in line with the latest scientific 
evidence. 

A senate committee report in 
March suggested It may be Lime 
to scrap the classic food guide 
rainbow, which, focuses narrow¬ 


ly on getting enough nutrients, 
in favour of more down-to-earth 
advice about what foods to in¬ 
clude with every meal. 

The guide, which w r as last 
updated in 2007, demonizes 
dietary fat and is not critical 
enough of added sugars and 
refined carbohydrates, which 
are linked to obesity and 'type 
2 diabetes, the report said. 

University of Guelph nutri¬ 
tional science professor Genev¬ 
ieve Newton said if the senate 


recommendations are followed, 
"The entire document will look 
different" 

“It's not possible to focus on 
one or tw r o changes. If 1 had to 
prioritize, I think the focus on 
whole rather than processed 
foods and a requirement for 
unbiased consideration of evi¬ 
dence are critical," she said. 

Nevertheless, there aTe a

Restrictive 
diets for kids 
can be safe, 
advocates say 

There's a 1 'igh.t way and a 
wrong way to raise a baby on 
vegan food. Those who gel it 
wrong, parents say, give the 
responsible ones a bad name. 

A Pennsylvania mother 
claiming to 
be vegan was 
charged this 
month with 
child endanger- 
ment for feed¬ 
ing her baby 
nothing but 
small amounts 
of nuts and ber¬ 
ries. In Italy, 
after a number 
of vegan babies 
required hospi¬ 
talization for 
malnou rish- 
ment, a lawmaker this sum¬ 
mer proposed a bil l that would 
make it a crime to feedi chil¬ 
dren under 16 a vegan diet. 

Those cases are not about 


veganism at all, but are in¬ 
stead about neglect, say parents 
who are raising their children 
vegan. Pinning bad parenting 
on vegan diets, some say. un¬ 
fairly stigmatizes those who 
have done their homework and 
are safely raising their babies 
without feeding them animal 
products like meat and dairy. 

'They stress the elements 
of veganism in these stories, 
but it’s not that these people 
aren't giving their children 
the right kind of food, it's 
that they aren’t 
feeding! hem 
said Fulvia Ser¬ 
ra, of Fort Col¬ 
lins, Colorado. 
'The native of 
southern Italy 
is raising her 
1-year-old son 
vegan, and 
her 12-vear-

old daughter 
is vegetarian. 

“To get a 
child to the 
point of starva¬ 
tion. it means you are ignor¬ 
ing him and his crying all the 
time." she said. “It’s neglect." 

The American Academy of 
Pediatrics' book Pediatric Nu¬ 


trition devotes a chapter to 
vegetarian and vegan diets. 
It describes how. with sound 
nutrition and dietary planning, 
"it is possible to provide a bal¬ 
anced diet to vegetarians and 


vegans. 

“For children in general you 
can have a safe vegan diet, but 
it has to be in consultation 
with a pediatrician or health 
care provider," said Dr. Sheela 


Magge, an endocrinologist at 
the Children's National Health 
System. “These are critical 
times in brain development, 
and it has to be done carefully." 

The ideal first food for 


babies is breast milk, Magge 
said. Many vegan moms opt to 
breastfeed, but for those who 
can’t or don’t, the only other 
option is a soy-ha sed formula. 

Key nutrients for babies are 
Vitamin B-12 and Vitamin D, as 
well as iron, zinc and calcium, 
Magge said. Getting enough 
K-12, which comes from milk 
and eggs, is a specific concern 
in the vegan diet, since a short¬ 
age can lead to neurological 
problems. 

As babies nurse less and start 
consuming more solid foods, 
parents need to make sure all 
the nutrients necessary for 
proper development are be¬ 
ing provided. 

A pediatrician can help 
guide parents and offer sup¬ 
plements if needed. 

Parents raising vegan kids 
need to be armed with facts, 
like being able to rattle off 
which foods and supplements 
are providing adequate vitamin 
B-12, Etnd protein and where 
their kids Eire getting calcium. 

For those who would ques¬ 
tion the safety of raising vegan 
babies, her suggested response 
is: “The doctors say we are do¬ 
ing it right."

Researchers 
say intuition 
helps us make 
good decisions 

In the early 2000s, Warren Weeks 
was rising up the ladder in the 
corporate communications 
world. After working a few dif¬ 
ferent jobs at various agencies, 
he landed u role doing media re¬ 
lations for a big Canadian bank 
and crossed the coveted six-figure 
threshold for the first time. 

“On paper, it was everything 
]'d ever wanted.” Weeks says. 

Blit Weeks had a nagging feel¬ 
ing: What he really wanted was 
to stall his own business. “On 
some level there was this voice 
saying, 'You need to be doing this 
on your own," he recalls. 

Tor around two years. Weeks 
weighed his options. Giving up 
a steady paycheck was anxiety- 
inducing, but the more Weeks 
appealed to logic, the louder his 
internal voice got Bo, in 2003, 
he finally listened and quit his 
high-paying job to start the media 
training, speech writing, and 
crisis management business be 
still owns today. “Looking at the 
pros and cons, a rational person 
would've stayed at the bank,” the 
Oakville resident says. “But there 
was this distinct voice saying, 
"You're going to make it work 
and you'll be fine,"” 

It's an experience many people 
can relate to — “gut feeling," 1 
some mystical internal energy 
.guiding your decisions. In other 
words: Intuition. There's a scien¬ 


tific basis for it. and it's rooted 
in our own experiences and the 
subconscious decision-making 
happening behind-the-scenes. 
Going with your gut can lead 
you to make the right decision. 

So what's happening in onr 
bodies when we're using that 
seemingly-mystical force? 

When you're fared with a de¬ 
cision, your whole brain goes 
to work. It acts as a “prediction 
machine,” connecting different 
patterns and images with be¬ 
havioural responses, says Jacob 
Hirsh, an assistant professor of 
organizational behaviour and 
human resource management at 
the University of Toronto Missis¬ 
sauga's Institute for Management 
and Innovation and the Joseph L 
Robnan School of Management. 

That comes in handy when 
you're bombarded with new in¬ 
formation while- trying to make a 
decision. Picture ynuise If renting 
an apartment or buying a house: 
You 're evaluating the neighbour¬ 
hood, the price, the floor plan. 
You 're weighing a bunch of com¬ 
peting factors — while subcon¬ 
sciously exploring how you fed 
about the place. 

In these situations, people 
often ge t a gut reaction: ‘Ibis 
place either feels like home, or 
it doesn't. “Where that feeling 
comes from is your expectations, 
your previous experiences, your 
best guess” says Hirsh. 

As your brain’s “best guess” 
intuition may also sha:pen with 
age, because it's based on a life¬ 
time of stored infonnation about 
prior decisions and outcomes. 
"One particular brain area, the 
basal ganglia, is a deep brain 
structure which stores the es¬ 


timated value of different ac¬ 
tions in different experiences,” 
Hirsh notes. 

But according to Julia Moss- 
bridge, a visiting scholar at North¬ 
western University's psychology 
departmen t, your whole body — 
not just your brain — is involved 
in the process. Your white blood 
cells, for instance, are experts 
on your immunity. Your gut is 
an expert on the microorgan¬ 
isms living inside your body. 
And, of oil use, your brain is an 
expert on the emotions around 
yon. 'All the parts of your body 
are constantly gathering infor¬ 
mation and learning about the 
environment and putting things 
together and, at some point, it 
comes into consciousness." Moss- 
bridge expkiins. 

On the flip side, psychology 
e>qperts stress gut feelings aren't 
foolproof “There's a dark side to 
intuition.” says Hirsh. “It's not a 
silver bullet. We're not always 
right. It’s only telling you how 
you feel based on past experi¬ 
ences.” And those experiences 
can be faulty. If you were raised 
in an unstable home environ¬ 
ment, maybe you developed a no¬ 
tion that people are unkind, and 
vou’ll make decisions based on a

narrow world view. Hirsh says. 

More dangerously. Mossbridge 
says relying on your brain's "fist 
system " — the unconscious mind 
— can lead to big trouble. Say 
you're attracted to el married co¬ 
worker, and your gut feeling is 
to kiss them at a holiday party: 
“Well, that's not going to work 
for you," say's Mossbridge. in that

With Kevin Can Wait, Kerin 
James has come home. 

Home to the tried-and-true sit¬ 
com form with which he thrived 
for nine seasons on 'The King of 
Queens. 

Home to CBS, where King 
enjoyed its long run and where 
Kevin Can Wait arrived this fall 
(airing Mondays at 8 p.m. EDI}. 

And home to James' native 
Long Island, from where his new r 
show originates. 

Though set in the New York 
City borough of Queens, The King 
of Queens was filmed -l.tKJO kik)- 
meties away in Los .Angeles. But 
for his return to series television, 
James wanted to be true to his 
mots. Not even a studio in nearby 
Queens would satisfy him. 

“1 said, ‘If I can do my show 
on Long Island, then I'll do it,’” 
he explains. 

As its robust audience already 
knows. Kevin Can Wait centres 
on el Long Island husband and 
father named Kevin w r ho, newly 
retired from the police force, 
finds himself to be an unwit¬ 
ting invader on the home front. 

“My wife (played by co-star 
Eriirn Hayes) has already estab¬ 
lished what's going on at home.” 
James laughs. “‘and when you’re 
retired and bEick home frill-time. 


you're disrupting all that You 
can say, TJ1 set the rules now.’ 
But the cement is dry!" 

James, 51. was raised in the 
Long Island hamlet of Stony 
Brook, and now he's out to cap¬ 
ture the feel of working-class 
Long Island life that, through 
his own disarming regularguy- 
ness, he embodies both on-and 
off-tamera. 

" We want to nuike Long Island 
a character in the show, and 
we’re using it for exterior shots." 
he says. And even though the 
majority of the action is filmed 
in multi-camera style on a Beth- 
poge.

This season he rushed for 55 
yards on 22 carries, and he had 
5 yards on three carries Sunday 
against the Buffalo Bills. 

“My father always said, 'You'll 
know when it's time to walk 
away,"’ he wrote.

Seahawks left with mixed feelings after tie

The first tie in the history of 
the Seattle Seahawks left Pete 
Carroll searching for a way to 
define its meaning. 

It certainly wasn't a loss. Not 
with the way Seattle's defence 
withstood the most difficult of 
conditions, being subjected to 
95 plays by one of the more 
potent offences in the NFL and 
more than 46 exhausting min¬ 
utes spent on the field. 

But it also didn't feel much 
like a victory after Steve 
Hauschka badly missed a 28- 
yard field goal attempt in the 
closing seconds of overtime. 

So less than 24 hours after 
walking off the field in Ari¬ 
zona. Carroll was still search¬ 
ing for the proper context to 
Sunday's 6-6 tie with the Car¬ 
dinals. 

“I've decided to make up 
our own place. VVeTe going to 
put this in the extraordinary 
experience of battling, an op¬ 


portunity to demonstrate who 
we are and what we're about," 
Carroll said. 

“And again, learn how to 
believe in one another. Count 
on each other to get stuff done 
even when it's really bleak 
sometimes. You just keep hang¬ 
ing on. keep believing." 


Carroll had reason to be so 
encouraged after seeing the 
performance by Seattle's de¬ 
fence that somehow kept Ari¬ 
zona out of the end zone but 
left the likes of Bobby Wagner 
and Richard Sherman severely 
fa tigued after being on the field 
for 46 minutes and 2 1 seconds, 


believed to be the ninth-longest 
time of possession in a regular- 
season game. The Seahawks 
gave up 443 total yards to Ari¬ 
zona. but huge plays in over¬ 
time by Earl Thomas, Kelcie 
McCray and Wagner managed 
to keep Arizona from finding 
the end zone and created the 
situation where Chandler Ca- 
tanzaro missed a 24-yard field 
goal attempt that could have 
won it for the Cardinals. 

Between defence and special 
teams, McCray w r as on the field 
for 10S total plays.
